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One of the most remarkable characteristics of pirate life was Lbe almost 
' total absence of those features of ordinary society the pirates detested— 

( overbearing authority, class distinctions, lack of a say in important mat- 
I ters. Unlike the privateer crews, who had the status of .employees and 
worked for the captain who was appointed by the owners, the pirates 
shared their ship and worked for nobody. They elected their captain and 
they could depose him. "They only permit him to be captain," wrote 
Defoe, “on condition that they may be captain over him." Except in the , 
heat of battle, major decisions were generally taken by a show of hands 
and if there was a sufficiently large dissident minority it left the ship and 
set out on its own account. 

Privilege was regarded as the first step toward autocracy and was treated 
accordingly. The pirate captain Uherefore had no constitutionaJ authori¬ 
ty and was entitled to no special privileges aside from a double share of 
the loot. Captain Bartholomew Roberts, one of the greatest pirate cap¬ 
tains who ever lived, was allowed the use of the master's cabin, and a 
small amount of silver cutlery and china crockery. But this meant little. 
At any hour of the day or night a crewman could enter the cabin and help 
himself to Roberts’ food and drink and use his cutlery and crockerv; 
Roberts could not do a thing about it. 

Naturally, the pirates, sought a captain who was judged particularly 
competent for the job—"one superior for knowledge and boldness,” 
observed Defoe, "pistol proof they call it." If pirates could not abide 
tyrannical captains, they could not abide incompetent or unlucky ones j 
either. While some pirate captains kept their appointments for years, I

A:Firat,they're not satisfied with the rec¬ 
ord,the reason they're not satisfied is 
because in the end they didn't manage to 
express themselves,the sound is too clean 
and too nine,therefore it doesn't express 
what they're really into,what they try to 
express through having a deep sound,tragic 
sound if you wanna call it that,because 
the soimd came out like a normal,too clean. 





there was no expression in there,none of 
the feelings was expressed by the sound. 

As far as the label is concerned,a lot of 
people don't understand what happenned,it 
wasn't actually the label that produced 
their records,it's not that they went to 
the label and said "You make my record",its 
a co-production in all meaning,everything, 
the decision was theirs,and even the finan¬ 
cial meaning,-^ the money came from them,i 
came from the label (" Attack")and they made 
1,000 records,500 went to them and 500 went 
to the label.So the reason they went for 
the label is cos first they made a demo 
cassette which just went through the self- 
managed alternative circuits,no shops or 
anything like that,the reason why they went 
for "Attack" & the reason they wanted the 
records in the shops is because they wanted 
to reach different people,that people like 
us who just distribute stuff at gigs havent 
got the power to receive.And these never 
get to know anything unless they can get 
the records in the shops,and also that's 
why they they've wrote the lyrics in the 
papers,and also they meant to do one thing 
which in the end didn't happen,to put 
inside every record a list of alternative 
distributions of all these people,so they 
could actually get to know the alternative 
circuit,but in the end it didn't happen. 
They just want to reach more people that 
never get the chance to know what's going 
on.Also there was another point which was 
the technical side of'it,they wanted to 
reach a better sound,not a soimd that's 
like "Oh,we just wanna sound good",no,a 
sound that they could express a lot of diff 
erent songs that they could never reach if 
they didn't have the label to give them the 
money cos theres no way financially them¬ 
selves they could've afforded to do it,and, 
also for example the cover,we all know 
theres the usual black i white covers for 
all the fuokin records that come out,norma¬ 
lly a black & white cover for an album 
thats got a lot of messages inside,and nor¬ 
mally a colour cover is the punk cover for 
a record that hasn't got anything inside, 
they just wanted to put the 2 things togeth 
er,making the cover more appealling to 
people,more interesting,put some more 
effort,more energy,more expression in the ^ 
cover itself as well,and if they didn't go 
thru the label they never would have been 
able to afford it.So they never lost the 
management of the whole thing,and to prove 
this they've just reprinted the record 
themselves which means the label hasn't got 
anyth, rg to do with the reprint,they finan¬ 
ced it themselves. 

QrWHAT IS IT ON THE COVER? AND WHY ARE THE 
EP SIDES CALLED "FIRE" AND "WATER" ? 

A:You can't actually say "This is what it 
is",but it's there to express something 
different from the usual thing i.e. being 
black &. white,& what that is to me is some¬ 
thing that's got a lot of expression in it. 


It's like the water and fire thing,opposite 
elements,that'3 why they're there just to 
express in the album.One side is water,one 
side is fire because the "fire" songs are 
all songs with a lot of,the lyrics have got 
a lot of strong feelings like passion & 
things.The "water" side has got lyrics wher 
e they express more reflexive things,more 
quiet and calm,The reason why they're doing 
all this is because they wanna get out of 
the usual thing;this is black,this is white 
,thi3 is red,they wanna put more energy 
into things ? 

Q:IS NAPLE AS CRAZY AS A LOT OF PEOPLE 
SEEM TO SAY ? 

A:They think Naples is not crazy as people 
say,they think Naples is a real town,Just 
to make an example,like say you go to Nap¬ 
les,all the drivers "beep,beep",to them 
that means if you wanna make noise,it means 
because you wanna say something and to them 
it's crazy in other towns that other people 
dont do it just cos there.,.they don't 
think Naples is crazy. 



Q:WHATS IT LIKE LIVING NEXT TO A VOLCANO ? 

A.:Yeah,they reckon that might be the reason 
their town is like that and why the people 
are like that is cos of the volcano.The 
volcano brings (,...-can't make out this 
word),because the earth is alive under the 
volcano,it'3 not dead earth,this is why 
peoples behaviour is like that because 
they're more alive than other people.Basic¬ 
ally what they're trying to say is that

Q:M1AT ABOUT THE "TIENAMENT" SQUAT IN 
NAPLES,AND THE SQUATTED SOCIAL CENTRE MOVE¬ 
MENT IN GENERAL IN ITALY ? 

Obviously at the moment in Italy it'a big, 
theres loads of squat venues and the actual 
mentality of people getting their own space 
and creating their own activities in their 
own spaces is really big there,while as 
they've seen so far in England this doesn't 
exist at all,so obvioxisly to compare the 2 
things is a big difference. But ,even if 
compared,here is a good situation,people 
have,are trying to create their own indepen 
dance,their own autonomy by having their 
own places.They did a tour 2 years ago,and 


they did a tour just now and they can see 
the decadence started in Italy already. 
While before,hands like them and all the 
other bands were considered by all the 
squat venues as the flag of the musical 
side of self management.Self management in 
music.self management in peoples lives etc, 
so they were appreciated as being people, 
what they mean is if their sound was good 
or if they were bringing crowds in, if they 
were making money,Now especially the oldest 
squat centres that've been going for longer 
have made of this really radical self man¬ 
aged musical circle,they've changed it into 
a business like anywhere else,and what 
happens now,they're just considered as a 
band.When they think this band is coming to 
play, they're not thinking this band vdiloh 
comes from a squat venue tdiich is support¬ 
ing this and that is coming over,they think 
"This band sounds like such and such" so to 
decide if the bands is gonna play or not, 
it's not what they do as a band,it's if 
they're gonna bring people in,if they're 
gonna make money or not make money. Jiist an 
example,2 years ago they played with Verbal 
jissault & Christr On Parade,and they said 
that there,they were appreciated as bands, 
but they were not idolised as they are now, 
and Contropotere were appreciated,not on 
the fact that they can play well,but depend 
ing on the fact that they were part of the 
situation,were supporting all the alternat¬ 
ive circuit etc,and now this year,they've 
been cancelled 2 dates in Pisa and Torino. 

In Pisa they cancelled the day before,when 
it had been confirmed for 3 months,because 
Tom Verlain was gonna play the gig,so they 
said You're not playing because Tom Verlain 
's bringing in more money.At the same time 
Torino,El Paso,refused to let them play 
because the same night there was a gig in 
Hiroshima,which is a commercial venue in 
Torino,they said there's no point if you 
play because everyone is going to go to 
Hiroshima.So this is how much the situation 
is changed,When they played with Verbal 
Assault they realised that,spending a few 
days with them that all they were was just 
American kids,college students just going 
to play the punks in Europe,rich people. 

They realise that now,if Verbal Assault 
play in Italy everyone will love them,»dille 
a band like them (Contropotere) links what 
they sing with the way they live are not 
appreciated at all,\diioh means everything is 
changing,people don't really care what 
people are there for,they just care about 
the sound and the fact they're big. 

As for Tienament goes.idiioh is a place in 
Naples,they've been part of it since it 
started,they've faught to get it for years, 
they've had loads of difficulties in the 
town to get a squat etc,and what they're 
trying to-do now is to change it so it's not 
just a place for gigs but is a place to. ■ 
create things,so it's not just the usual bar 
and the gigs,just creating nothing at all. 


people just go along to do something,they're 
trying to get people to create something 
different,to express themselves there,not 
just using the place as somewhere to go. 
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Q:THE LYRICS SEEM PRETTY PERSONAL,DO YOIT 
THINK IT'S EASY FOR OTHER PEOPLE TO RELATE 
TO 'EM ? 

A:Well you can call them personal lyrics,but 
they're not just personal lyrics.Some of 
them are really personal lyrics,she writes 
them (Lucia),she tries to express exactly 
how she feels because she thinks it's more 
coherent to express exactly how you feel 
inside yourself,that it's like a mirror of 
what you actually believe in because it's 
the feelings within yoxirs elf .Some of the 
lyrics are not just personal,like the one 
that says "If you wanna do it you can do it" 
,it's a way of not just saying "We hate the 
system,we do this,we do that",it's a way of 
saying it's within yo\rrself,if you wEinna do 
it you can do it.which could mean a lot 
about a lot of different things,like someth¬ 
ing is really fucking you off but you put up 
with it,why don't you fucking change it.Or

Sometimes living here means living on an 
island.All around arise marble towers,and 
by now nobody found out why the town coun¬ 
cil didn't evict us during all the years. 
Lets have a look at how it started;In the 
beginnings of the 'SOs the differences 
between hippiea-punx and other outlaws 
faded away,as the people had an aim to 
fight for:the great lack of living space 
and an upcoming,frustrated youth formed the 
beginning of the squatters movement.In the 
'703 some homeless students formed a found¬ 
ation called'Direkte Aktion Wohnungsnot" 
(Direct Action Housing Shortage).They were 
able to get a deal with the city council: 
.they were allowed to rent abandoned build¬ 
ings for a really low rent (read:no rent), 
and give the rooms to interested human 
beings without any-or low income.So they 
did,and many people signed in the waiting 
lists in order to live in communities.But 
all these rooms were not enough to provide 
living space for everybody who was homeless 
or just tired of living with the parents. 
Some activists started to squat a couple of 
empty buildings,but most of them were evic¬ 
ted pretty soon.The first demonstration 
with riots was in '81,vdienthe coppers evic¬ 
ted V 41 ,which was resquatted after the 
first eviction.This house was a home for 
loads of people,a lot of us met each other 
there for the first time (we're getting 
older),and made there first "squatting 
experiences".like having negotiations on 
each and every item you can imagine, 
planning direct actions at the local Mo 
Murderers,or discussing how to live togeth¬ 
er with those glue sniffing characters (let 
them be alcohol-smack or whatsoever addict¬ 
ed) who were just happy to share a room 
with 5 fellow sufferers and were doing 
nothing but crashing out day & night..The 
"scene" in those days stuoked together a 
lot more,people demonstrated and faught 
together,now they're fed up with everything 
.changed mind,turned aroundr.TV 0Ds,,,splitt 
ed. Anyway,when V41 was evicted,a couple of 
people were arrested,including me.I was 16 
years old then,but the officer of state 
wanted to bring me into prison because he 
found me being a potential terrorist,! was 
sentenced to do 48 hours social work in the 
mortuary of a hospital.Funry job that was..

We had to look out for others buildings,and 
2 were squatted shortly after the eviction. 
But with the feeling that those squats 
wouldn't last long,the first people moved 
intoKiefemstreet houses,some legalised by 
contracts from D,A.W.,some as squatters, 
these houses were built in the beginning of 
the century for workers of "Klockner",a 
steel plant and one of Germanys leading 
companies in the weapon and ammunition 
industry during WWII.The workers vdio lived 



in here were able to reach the plant under 
every circumstance,'coz they could walk 
from the basements of the houses through 
tunnels directly into the "KLockner" 
buildings.No air raids could harm any of 
the so hardly needed hands involved in the 
weapon industry.VJien we moved in with about 
150 people.we moved in ruins,The city 
council policy was to let the buildings 
fall apart,rotting down slowly,so all 
"normal" inhabitants would appreciate the 
offer of them to move In a better flat.t 
buildings were used as camps for African 
people,who came to Germany to claim politic 
al asylum,vdiioh they finally don't get,but 
before they got to know this,they suffered 
in small rooms with a guard at the front 
door,no female visitors allowed,they're not 
allowed to work and hang around all day. 
Those buildings are in the hands of the 
people now,too,The street inhabitar^ts are 
terrorized with raids for no reason...peope 
from all over the world live here,80 year 
old widows from steel plant workers can 
tell you stories of the time when German 
soldiers hijacked them in Poland and 
brought them here to work for Hitlers kill¬ 
ing machinery,children of all ages and all 
colours play together and loads of artists 
paint,play and communicate here.It's a wild 
mix,but there weren't many differences so 
far within the bunch of inhabitants for 40 


yeaxs and the squattera...Since we tried to 
get contracts for the half of the street we 
squatted,we had serious hassle and clashes 
with right/left wing politicians and their 
armed force,the police.The newspaper clips 
we collected during the years are too many 
to print here,(they are in German anyway)we 
could make a hook out of them...We're 
criminalised,all together it doesn't matter 
whether you would never been in touch with 
anything criminal personally or not-if a 
street inhabitant is looking for a flat 
elsewhere,or for a job,he/she don't get 
anything if mentioning this adressiln '86 
we had the first massive raid here,about 
500 coppers and 15 officers of state were 
searching for Hed Army Fraction prejudiced 
terrorists,accused of being Involved in the 
assasination of a German politician.Unfor¬ 
tunately some people who lived here were 
arrested,3 in that murder case and-6 in 
total.In my minds eye they were more than 
stupid,'ooz everybody who lives here for a 
while knows for sure that the street is 
imder police surveillance all the time,it'a 
just no cool place to plan assasinations. 
Once in a while the coppers invest men and 
material for drug raids but they'd never 
found as much as they hoped they would. 
Those raids allways ocoured when our negot¬ 
iations with town council members were 
getting more serious,and,obviously,at 



voting times,always accompanied by mass 
media attacks against us.This was merely 
inspired by the right wing politicians. 
Those guys from the C.D.U. (Christian Demo¬ 
cratic party) re leased a nysterious paper, of 
which they said it was written by the B.K.A 
(German FBI).This paper concerned informat¬ 
ion about Kiefemstreet being a "Terrorist • 
nest,a breeding camp,a school for terrorism 
", 2 Lnd that inhabitants were involved in 
almost every terrorist activity which 
happenned in the past 2-3 years.Vhich is 
definately not true,but tell this to a 
German public,believing all the shit that 
is spreaded by TV and newspapers-It's print 
ed,so it must be true...Fortunately the 
minister of inner affairs,Schnoor,let the 
public know that the ministry of inner 
affairs and the B.K.A. were suspected of 


giving insist to the documents (containing 
research on 129a Terrorist itetiB)to the 
members of Dusseldorfs C.D.U. land/parlia¬ 
ment fraction.Those politicians tried to 
influence the social democrats and Green 
Party members in their voting behaviour- 
against us.We had some horrible weeks, 
almost daily dates in the town hall,until 
we finally managed to get 10 years contra¬ 
cts for all squatted houses and flats,for 
our conditions,which means:complete 
renovation from basements to roofs,paid by 
the council.We can work ourselves or get it 
done.We don't pay anything until everything 
is ready,and after that we pay a very low 
rent,

Our house ,*23 is still in a bad shape.The 
roof burned down on Hitlers birthday in 
April ' 84 .The inhabitants tried to repair 
it as good as they could,which was not good 
enough,due to a lack of knowledge and mater 
ial.Some cold,wet winters damaged it slowly 
,our chimneys didn't work for years,no 
legal running water and electric for 5 
years...We 11 jwe had water,iif the walls.The 
place is still fucking damp humid,you feel 
like living in a sponge in rainy periods. 
But we survived the rude roofers,who needed 
hsCLf a year to rebuild our roof.They were 
so fucking careless,that we're happy that 
nobody was killed by planks and bricks they 
threw down from the roof.For them we're a 
bunch of rats who don't deserve a proper 
roof 'ooz we probably look punkish or think 
different (or both).Guess that loads of 
them vote the uprising Eepublican party,a 
fascist bunch of creeps,They held their 
voting campaign with flyers against Kiefem 
strasse.We're all potential terrorists...

a few.This place and our activities enables 
us to get in touch with loads of travelling 
bands and individuals.people from all over 
the world (no ETs by now) meet each other 
and communicate.We try to keep it going, 
organising gigs and tours for each other, 
which is pretty helpfull when you tour in a 
foreign oountiy.It's a good feeling to 
travel with a band when you know that there 
are powerful people who arrange gigs and 




overnight stays. A few bands are located 
here,Monkeys With Tools,Maggie Goes To 
Holloway,shitty joke,,and our band MOMIDO 7 
.K 23 is a very noisy place with at least 
one drumkit on each floor,aicplifieis and 
people using the stuff all the time.We’re 
building a practice room right now,which is 
also the living room of our drummer.He just

sqviat in the north of Holland,it housed up 
to 50 people as well as supplying cheap or 
free facilities. 

When the WNC was squatted in November 1985 
it was in extremely poor repair,but a group 
of people made it into a place that people 
could live and have a cafe,concert hall, 
workshops etc.But earlier this year a pre¬ 
decided court order gave permission for the 
WNC to be evicted on 28th Hay.During the 
'week previous to eviction the police start¬ 
ed an intense psychological battle against 
the squatters,fascist attacks were,if not 
encouraged,then ignored.On 26th May the 
squatters decided to strike back. 

Barricades were built and a battle began 
with the police,it all started at around 
4,15 am,the squatters held their ground,but 
by 9.30 am,police brought in teargas,water 
cannons and mass reinforcements,Seeing the 


the cellar.At 10.30 am the squatters phoned 
the local radio and said they would give up 
peacefully to avoid police firing teargas 
inside the WNC. 

1-32 people are still being held (late June) 
.they still haven't been charged (some of
